SAIGON (AP) — South Viet- 
'namesc infantrymen smashed 
into troops from a veteran 
North Vietnamese regiment that 
spearheaded two orrensives on 
Saigon this year, government 
military headquarters announ- 
ced today; 

A government spokesman 
said 32 soldiers from North Viet- 
nam's Dong Nai Regiment were 
killed and 13 others captured In 
heavy fighting Sunday 24 miles 
north of Saigon. The prisoners 
included a battalion deputy 
commander and a company 
commander, the spokesman 
said. 

The South Vietnamese troops 
also seized 21 weapons In the 
battle and turned up two muni- 
tions stockpiles in the surround- 
ing area that included 400 mor- 
,tar shells, bazooka-typo rockets 
and grenades. *■"". 

Six South Vietname>? were 
reported killed and 2 wounded. 

It was one of three actions re- 
ported around Saigon. U.S. and 
South Vietnamese forces killed 
another 38 enemy soldiers and 
seized 27 weapons in two clash- 
es 10 arid 12 miles south of the 
capital. Two Americans were 
wounded, and no- South Viet- 
namese losses were reported. 

The U.S. Command £ 
nounced that American Infan- 
trymen sweeping in the demili- 
tarized zone captured more than 
250" North Vietnamese weapons 
in one of the larget battlefield 
hauls of the war. 

In recent weeks, other allied 
forces have captured more tiap 
■ 300 ions of stockpiled Commu- 
nist munitions and food. 

Meanwhile, American bomb- 
ers kept up their strikes on 
North Vietnamese supply lines 
north of the- demilitarized zone; 
and speculation about a halt In 
the . bombing developed when 
U.S. Ambassador Ellsworth 
Bunker met again' with Presi- 
dent Nguyen Van Thleu.

Faught havo been unable to 
find any clues to tho disappear- 
ance of the moro than Jl.ooo. 

Police Chief Frank r 'Barnctt 
said that several months ago nil 
employes of tho firm were given 
Ho detector tests when more 
than $000 came up missing. 

Tho money mfsslng at that 
time had been put in the safe 



on an overnight basis for the 
Mayflower moving company. 

Mr. Faught said -that on-Jui 
30, 19G7, 51G3.05 was missing 
from the safe In tho office, and 
on Nov. 17, 1967, S2DQ was miss' 
log. 

Tho lie detector tests had 
failed to provide any clues to 
tho disappearance af the money 
and there was no physical evi- 
dence available because the 
safo had never been tampered 
with. 

Frldayc-itlftht bartender Kyle 
McC-cchoa noticed a portion of 
an envelope? protruding from tho 
lining of the safe when ho put 
that night's receipts In for safe- 
keeping. 

On Saturday night when he 
and Mr. Faught closed tho cs- 



tabllshment, Mr. McGcchce 
mentioned the envelope. 

The two men gathered some 
tools and began working on the 
safe. They found all tho money 
that had disappeared, plus many 
legal papers belonging to the 
safe's previous owner, Chan 
Griffin. 

Mr. Faught said that there 
were deeds, notes, bank notes 
and other papers dating back 
to 1931. 

He said that tho money and 
other items apparently were 
scooted out of a drawer and 
dropped down behind tho lining. 

"Now wo know," said Chief

LONDON (AP) - Police on 
Sunday contained and controlled 
tho largest demonstrations 
against the Vietnam war ever 
held in London and repelled a 
small attack on the U.S. Embas- 
sy without using nightsticks. 

The only serious damage re- 
ported was not In London but at 
the John F. Kennedy Memorial 
at Runnymcdc, west of the capi- 
tal. An explosion Saturday night 
split, the seven-ton stone slab 
down the middle. 

Police estimated about 30,000 
persons marched- through Lon- 
don', all but a few hundred 
peacefully. Some 7,000 demon- 
strated in Grosvenor Square, 
site of the American Embassy, 
and 200 to 300 extremists broke 
away for a flying wedge attack 
on the big white building. 

As thick cordons of police 
barred their way, the rcd-hel- 
mctod Maoists and anarchists 
-threw firecrackers at mounted 
police waiting in reserve. Some 
hurled banner poles as spears. 
Then they charged tho police 
lines with iron pipes. 

The police slowly pushed and 
shoved the mllilnnts back, pen- 
ning them inlo the southwest 
corner of the squnre and stop- 
ping any attempt to break out. 
Gnadually the young demonstra- 
tors ran out of steam and drift- 
ed awny. London was q u I e 
again by 9 p.m. 

Casualty figures were' low. 
Five policemen and about 40 
demonstrators received medical 
treatment, although hundreds 
more had minor cuts and 
bruises. 

Thirty-nine demonstrators 
wore arrested, for carryini 
chains, slicks and bottles as "of 
fonsivc weapons" and for 
brief burst of window-smashing 



and bottle-throwing in the exclu- 
sive Mayfair district around the 
embassy as the crowd broke up. 

Defending tho British tradi- 
tion of peaceful protest, Home 
Secretary James Callaghan had 
resisted strong pressure to ban 
the demonstration. .

Sale Of Land

BOISE (AP) — Secretary of 
State Pete T. Cenarrusa said to- 
day the Idaho Land Board's de- 
cision to sell 1.700 acres adjacent 
to Payette Lake does- not .rule 
out sale with a reversion clause. 

The board offered the land 
with a restriction that It revert 
to the state when developers 
had been repaid for their invest- 
ment,— plus Interest.

Cenarrusa said he is not yet 
cady to name a fair price for 
the land. 
State auditor Joe R- Williams 
is suggested the minimum 
price be at least $100 per acre. 

State law requires- that state

To say the new presidential limou- 
sine Is one of a kind is putting it 
mildly. It Is loaded with more than 
two tons of armor, shielding which is 
designed to stop a 30-caliber rifle 
bullet or a minor infantry assault. 

Window glass and the plastic bub- 
ble top, thicker than glass and plas- 
tic used on Air Force fighter planes, 
are 'bullet proof. ■ The tires are an 
engineering feat in themselves. In- 
side each heavy duty truck tire (size 
not given) is an inner tire made of 
a hard steel disc covered with a ' 
solid rubber tread. 

The car can be driven up to 50 
miles an hour with all tires flat. 
Beyond the external security ar- 
rangements, the interior of the car 



resembles a communications con- 
trol room. A radio-telephone hookup 
gives the President direct contact 
with the national defense system. A 
loudspeaker complex permits the 
occupant to address crowds along a 
parade route without exposing him- 
self. . 

One of the most fantastic -facets 
of the car is the price. 

About $500,000 is the best estimate, 
although the. Secret Service refuses 
to divulge many of the specifics of 
the car's design dr. .equipment. 
• Don't worry, though — the"taxpay- 
ers do not have to pay the tab. The' 
Ford Motor Co. absorbed the bill, 
charging the government a token 
$100 a month rent. , 

After testing the new limousiffe; - 
the Secret Service may order sever- 
al more" so they can spread-them 
around various cities to accommo- 
date a presidential trip. The' LBJ 
tank, as it has been dubbed, will re- 
place the 1961 Lincoln, which until 
President Kennedy's assassination 
wasn't even equipped with bullet 
proof windows.

Quickie Doctors 



Anew type of medical practitioner 
may be in the offing as a result of 
a new course of instruction at the 
University of Colorado Medical 
School: 

The course is designed to "produce 
a professional with capabilities 
somewhat between those of "& nurse 
and a doctor, a specialist who can 
concentrate in the pediatrics field 
to help cope with a rapidly growing 
need for talent in this field of medi- 
cine. 

As yet, the new career doesn't 
have, a name, although it might be 
called something like "child care 
associate." The school will provide 
five years of training — two under- 
graduate, two medical school and 
ono as an intern. ■ - 

This compares' with nine years of 
post-high school training for a gen- 
eral practitioner and 11 years for a 
specialist. 

Dr. Henry K. Silver, father of the

new concept, says large numbers 
of children are "receiving grossly 
inadequate, total health care."

Tho Digest-, which Is also read 
widely, has conic right out and 
boldly endorsed tho Kappcl 
Commission report which rec- 
ommends lifting the postal 
service out of the nineteenth 
century. Relatively few citizens 
havo been Ignoring It In tho 
hope It would go nwny. Pre- 
sumably, the Interest shown by 
tho Digest will give tho report 
somo needed exposure, which Is 
good. 

This Is good because f suspect 
tho only way any meaningful 
reform will bo Imposed on tho 
Post Office Donartment Is 
through a people's revolution. 
Since (lie basic Idea of thu Kap- 
pcl report Is to freo tho postal 
system from what the Digest 
calls "congressional politick- 
ing," nothing much short of put-

Contrary 
to Republican wishful thinking 
that the Democratic Wallaceites 
would desert their party on the 
rest of the ticket, six of the 
seven favor Pucinski. 

Pucinski's strength is no mys- 
lery. "I have to hand It to Pu- 
clnskl," said a Republican insur- 
ance salesman, who is switching 
from Hoellen, "He puts the col- 
ored element In its place." Once 
a liberal, .10-year Congressman 
Pucinski has outdone Hoellen in 
playing the backlash with severe 
' attacks on busing of schoolchil- 
dren. 

The singlemlnded obsession 
with-race-on Chicago's North- 
west Side "Is undoubtedly more 
intense than elsewhere, and Pu- 
cinski's apparent route to vic- 
tory may not be universally ap- 
propriate.

WASHINGTON — Wall Street 
mny face congressional hearings 
early next year on the question 
of "inside information." What 
It bolls down to is that ,-some 
unscrupulous investors and 
brokers are using their knowl- 
edge ot coritidentfal information 
to mnkc money on compaay 
stocks. The SEC (Securities and 
Exchange Commission), -which 
is supposed to protect the pub- 
lic, feels that these "insiders" 
should be forbidden to cash in 
on things that nobody ' else 
knows anything about. 

While this is a worthy Inves- 
tigation, I believe that Congress 
should investigate "outsider 
tips," which are doing fnr more 
damage to the market th.nn "in- 
sider tips." 

For example, Just the other 
day while I was having my 
shoes shlncd, my bootblack told 
me that ho hod Just shincd the 
shoes of a man who told him 
to buy Federated Bobby Pins, 
which would soon merge with 
Amalgamated Curlers. 

This bootblack had never 
given me n bad shine and I 
trusted him implicitly. So T call- 
ed my broker and told him 
about It, not revealing the 
source of my Information.

I didn't 
even wait for Iho shine, but 
ran to the phone to call my 
hrokcr, who was pretty upset. 
Wo nil got out of Federated 
Hobby Pins, and into Federated 
Howling Pins, thus causing Fed- 
erated nobby. Pins to lose M 
points by tho time 1 was able 
to sell my shares. 

The next time I went for my 
shine my Itootblack said thnt 



there was some mlxup In tho 
tip. Federated Bowling Pins was 
not going to merge with Amal- 
gamated Curlers, buf.wns order- 
ed by the government to divest 
itself of Amalgamated Dandruff. 
He felt since he got me In that 
he should tell me. He didn't 
have* to. The Wall- St. Journal 
had already reported it' and 
FBP plummeted to an all-time 
low of 50 cents a share.

Apple Harvest. 
Slightly Less 
Than Last Year 

GLENNS FERRY — The na- 
tlonal apple harvest is expected 
to be slightly less than last- year 
because the western states were 
hit by a spring frost. However, 
the Idaho crop Is reported to be 
of excellent quality, said Mari- 
lyn Jordan, Elmore County ex- 
tension home economics agent. 

"Does it pny to buy the bush- 
el?" she asked, and then ex- 
plained that It depends on how 
quickly you will use them nnd 
whether you hnvc adequate stor- 
age space with proper tempera- 
ture. If the family refrigerator 
Is tho only storage and if you 
are not expecting to eat them 
soon^ it may be better to pur- 
chase Smaller /plant It Ics. 

Apples stored in n refrigcrn 
tor will retain flavor and crlsp- 
ness. Store tlierri In the hydrator 
or a plastic hng. 

Hero are some pointers fn ap- 
ple arithmetic: A bushel of ap- 
ilcs weighs about fifty pounds 
t varies slightly with the va- 
riety and conditio 

A bushel will contain from 0G 
to 141 apples, depending on size. 
Three medium - sited apples 
weigh nbout a pound. Three or 
four apples of that size will yield 
about one and ane-hnlf cups of 
npplesaucc, Six to eight npplcs 
mnko a nine-Inch pic. A bushel 
will make ID to 20 quarts of 
upplesaucc.

Michigan economist, was a 
member of President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower's Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers . from 1056 to 
1959. and is mentioned as a pos- 
sible council chairman should 
Richard M. Nixon be elected 
president. - - ■ 

Heller, economist at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, was coun- 
cil chairman from 1061 to 1964, 
icrvlng both Presidents John F. 
Kennedy and Johnson nnd -re- 
maining a n influential voice in 
policy after leaving the job. 

Their opinions were expressed 

5 spontaneous reactions to 
questions, asked of them scp- 
ornlely, rather than in prepared 
statements. In both instances 
the men spoke as individuals 
rather than a s party spokes- 
men. - 

First of all." said Mc- 
Crncken, "I think it Is impor- 
tant ns a preface to emphasize 
that one of the great strengths 
of the American political sys- 
tem is that the change from one 
party to another doesn't pro- 
duce a 90 degree turn, as in 
some systems. 

"I think this Is an important 
aspect. It isn't to imply that 
there" are no differences be- 
tween the parties. There are, al- 
though the middle ground they 
share is substantial. 

It means to me that the key 
difference revolves ^around the 
allocation of money to the pri- 
vate and public sectors. This is 
critical to our nation's economic 
welfare. 

"The Republican position- is 
more nearly what I would*" call 
liberal position," Mc- 
Cracken said. He conceded "a 
semantics problem" with "lib- 
era]," He said he meant liberal 
the classic sense, which 
would mean fewer rather than 
more federally imposed restric- 
tions on private enterprise. 

"V/hat are the tangible mani- 
festations?" he continued. "In a 
Democratic administration the 
federal budget four years hence 
would show hlnher expenses and 
taxes than tho Republicans." 
But, he said, "they'll probably 
be higher In any case." " 
■Heller said he also beiieves 
there Is an area of agreement in 
eWpomlc philosophy but grea* 
differences too. 

"You "start out with the fact 
that both Vice President Hubert 
H. Humphrey and Nixon have 
available (he tools of modern 
economics— lax changes, budget 
changes, monetary changes" to 
move the economy. "There. Is 
essentially a bipartisan consen- 
on this," 

But as you get beyond 
these," he continued, "there are 
really sharp differences." There 
Is a difference, he said, In "dis- 
tributive preference" In regard 
to revenues. "Nixon Is upper in- 
come Inclined, Humphrey Is In- 
clined toward the lower in-

Heller said the candidates 
also attach different goals 
policy.

'An Eyesore And Health Hazard' 

Abandoned Cars Pose Growing Problefn

NEW YQRK (AP) — -Ameri- 
cans arc abandoning their old 
cars on cily streets in 1 record 
numbers and officials across (he 
nation nrc perplexed over what 
to do about it. 

'They're an eyesore and a 
health hazard," Kenneth O. 
Brown, St. Louis, Mo., building 
commissioner, said. "There are 
about 5,000 just sittinn around 
the city and the numher is 
growing at an alarming rate." 

The Automobile Manufactur- 
ers Association said its latest 
figures showed six .million cars 
and 856,000 trucks were junked 
in 1966, from the 4.2 million cars 



and 5B3.O0O trucks junked in 
1360. 

Detroit has 12 policemen as- 
signed the specific duty of 
searching for abandoned cars, 

nd the Motor City harvested 

S.000 last year. 

In New York, where 30,000 
abandoned vehicles, or about 
,000 more than in 1967, are ex- 
pected to be collected this year, 
n sanitation official blamed the 
increasing number of abandon- 
ments, in part, on fatter pay- 
checks. 

"A guy's driving his car and 
it breaks down," he said, 
decides he's had the car long 



enough, that It Isn't worth what 
It will cost to have it hauled .to a 
garage and fixed, and that he 
can afford another one. So he 
gets out, takes off the. license 
plates, 'and walks away," 

Many communities have laws 
against abandoning vehicles, 
but they often find them diffi- 
cult and Impractical to enforce. 

"Theoretically, you can trace 
a car to its original owners by 
the motor numbers," a New 
York official said. "But it may 
take an Incredible amount of 
time and effort and even if you 
do find the original owner the 
car may have been sold 15 



times since he had It It's more 
practical to get the car off the 
street and not waste the time 
needed to track down the person 
who abandoned it." 

Many cities hold a car for a 
specific period of time, then de- 
clare It abandoned and try to 
get rid of it. •
